Daniel C, Rogers, chairman of 
the State Board of Mediation, 
was scheduled to meet here with 
union leaders late today in an 
effort to end a strike of Laclede 
Gas Co. employes. 

The decision to intervene im- 
mediately in the work stoppage 
was made following a meeting 
with Gov. James T. Blair. The 
Governor conferred for about an 
hour with Rogers and James M. 
Douglas, attorney for the utility. 

‘Continuation of the strike will 
result in a dangerous condition 
for users of gas in St. Louis,” 
Gov. Blair said. He added. that 
there might not be enough su- 
pervisory employes to cope with 
the possibility of water getting 
into the gas mains. 

A company spokesman ex- 
plained that water often enters 
leaks in low-pressure mains. As 
the water moves down the line, 
it extinguishes the pilot lights, 
he said. 

100 Supervisors on Duty. 

Normally there are 1600 main- 
tenance workers available for 
calls of this nature, the spokes- 
man said, but as a result of the 
strike, only 100 supervisory em- 
ployes are handling such com- 
plaints. 

The company reported that a 
customer suffered painful arm 
burns today when she attempted 
to ignite a pilot light because a 
service man was not immedi- 
ately available. She is Mrs. 
Doris Mustain, 3301 William 
place. 

Mrs. Mustain’s daughter, Mrs.

The seizures made Cuba al- 
most completely dependent on 
Russian sources for crude oil, 
although there still was a pos- 
sibility some supplies could be 
obtained from Venezuela.

Johnson Says Result 
Will Be Passage of 
Bill — Surprised at 
President’s Stinging 
Criticism. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP)— 
The House voted today to over- 
ride President Eisenhower's veto 
of a 7% per cent pay increase 
for 1,500,000 federal employes. 

The vote was 345 to 69. This 
was 69 votes more than the two- 
thirds majority needed to pass 
the bill over the President’s dis- 
approval. 


Voting to override the veto 
were 256 Democrats and 89 Re- 
publicans. Only 13 Democrats 
and 56 Republicans voted to 
sustain. 

Mr. Eisenhower had previously 
vetoed 168 bills since taking of- 
fice and been overridden only 
once. 

Quick Senate Vote Planned. 

The House action sent the bill 
on to the Senate where Demo- 
cratic leader Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas said he would seek 
a vote as quickly as possible. 

Johnson expressed confidence 
the Senate would also yote to 
override.

Mr. Eisenhower vetoed. the 
pay rise yesterday with a sting- 
ing message. He accused the 
bill’s sponsors of “fiscal and 
legislative irresponsibility.”” He 
said the increase was not war- 
ranted. It would cost $740,- 
000,000 .a year. 

He also assailed “pressure 
tactics” in support of the bill by 
spokesmen for postal workers. 


Postmen In Gallery. 


As the House met today to 
vote on overriding the veto, 
blue-uniformed postmen oc- 
‘cupied front seats of the public 
gallery two rows deep. 

The bill covers white collar 
employes of the executive, judi- 
cial and legislative branches of 
the government. For all but 
about 400,000 of the lower paid 
postal workers, the boost would 
amount to 7 per cent. Postal 
workers in the first six salary 
grades would get increases aver- 
aging about 8.6 per cent. 

The postal workers 24 months 
ago got a 10 per cent pay in- 
crease, of which 2 per cent 
was temporary and is scheduled 
to expire next January. In ad- 
dition to the new pay increase, 
the bill would rake this tem- 
porary increase permanent. 

The first time Mr. Eisenhower 
was overridden was on Sept. 10, 
1959, when Congress passed over 
his veto a public works money 
bill carrying $1,185,309,093 for 
flood control, navigation projects 
and reclamation programs for 
everyone of the states.

Slip-Up in Amendment. 

Representative Roman C. Pu- 
cinsik (Dem.), Illinois, called at- 
tention to the error, It resulted 
from a slip-up in an amendment 
written into the bill on the House 
floor and sponsored by Repre- 
sentative E, Smith (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, It was designed to ex- 
empt from the law certain work- 
ers in agricultural processing 
plants who are now covered. 

But Pucinski said the Labor 
Department informed him the 
wording ef the amendment 
would exclude from coverage all 
persons working in cities of less 
than 250,000 population—or 14,- 
000,000 of the 24,000,000 persons 
now covered. 

Except for the error, the terms 
of the bill passed by the House 
were dictated by a conservative 
coalition of Republicans and 
Southern Democrats. They man- 
aged by an eight-vote margin to 
win House approval of their bill 
although it fell far short of that 
sought by organized labor. 

For $1.15 Minimum Wage. 


The House-passed bill would 
boost the legal minimum wage 
to $1.15 an hour. It was de- 
signed to expand coverage of the 
law to an additional 1,400,000 
workers. 

The Senate is almost certain 
to yield to organized labor’s de- 
mand for $1.25 minimum and far 
broader coverage. 

Original plans called for the 
Senate to consider the issue m 
August when members of Con- 
gress return from the politicaf 
conventions ,but pro-labor 
ocrats don’t think they can per- 
suade the House Rules Commit- 
tee, which controls the flow of 
legislation, to permit Senate- 
House negotiators to work out 
acompromise, .

WASHINGTON, July 1—Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller today 
called for extensive overhaul of 
government machinery to deal 
with domestic and foreign prob- 
lems that lie ahead. 


He repeated his proposal for 
creation of a powerful new cab- 
inet position of First Secretary 
of Government with responsibil- 
ity for national security and 
foreign affairs, 


Critizing a tendency to what 
he termed “‘government by com- 
mittee,’’ he outlined six steps to 
strengthen federal governmental 
machinery, 

Included were establishment 
of a new post of executive assist- 
ant to the President, reorganiza- 
tion of the Department of De- 
fense and creation of a new fed- 
eral department of transporta- 
tion. 

For Long-term Pacts. 

Outside the field of govern- 
mental structure, the New York 
Republican urged the United 
States to enter long-term regional 
compacts with other free nations. 

He also called for accelerated 
production of missiles and other 
steps to strengthen the nation’s 
defenses now and in the future.

WILEY ACCUSES 
FULBRIGHT OF 
POLITICS ON 


Says Senate Inquiry 
Leader Seeks to Un- 
dermine Confidence 


in U.S. Policy. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (UPI)— 
Senator Alexander Wiley (Rep.), 
Wisconsin today accused Senate 
Foreign Relations chairman J, 
Wiliam Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas of using the U-2 spy 
plane incident for “partisan poli- 
tics’’ and for ‘undermining con- 
fidence in United States policy.” 

In a strongly-worded reply to 
Fulbright’s speech earlier this 
week on the committee’s inquiry 
into the U-2 incident, Wiley de- 
fended Administration handling 
of the matter throughout and 
offered a point-by-point rebuttal 
of Fulbright’s charges, 


Wiley, senior Republican com- 
mptee member, said he had 
féared the inquiry would be used 
‘for partisan politics or for un- 
dermining confidence in United 
States policy.” 

“There now seems to be a de- 
termined effort in this direc- 
tion,’’ Wiley said. 

He said in a Senate speech 
that ‘‘strangely — and contradic- 
tory as it may seem—the big- 
| gest noise and greatest effort to 
pin blame on United States pol- 
icy appears to be coming—sec- 
ond only to Moscow—from the 
| chairman of the Senate Foreign 
| Relations Committee.”

| Wiley and Fulbright were at 


recent inquiry. Wiley refused to 
vote on the committee’s major- 
ity report, which was approved 
14 to 1, and joined Senator 
Frank J. Lausche (Dem.), Ohio, 
in a minority report. 

Wiley told the Senate that the 
American people have a right to 
ask if Fulbright’s criticisms of 
Administration policy in the U-2 
incident are ‘‘llkely to improve 
our policies and prestige.” 

“Or will they, rather, give aid 
and comfort to Mr. K. and com- 
pany—criticizing us on the world 
scene?”

For example, he said, if the 
board adopted the policy of con- 
centration, 325 children from the 
Dozier school, 5749 Maple ave- 
nue, would be transported to 
Gardenville school, 6651 Gravois 
avenue, which has nine empty 
rooms. The: two schools are 
eight miles apart. 

Alternate Proposal. 

If a policy of wide distribution 
were adopted, the 325 pupils 
could be taken to Dewey, 6746 
Clayton avenue; Roe, 1921 Pra- 
ther avenue, and Wilkinson, 7212 
“Arsenal street, he explained. 

An important factor in select- 
ing a “receiving school” is 
whether it has lunchroom facili- 
ties, Kottmeyer said. Youngsters 
who are transported by bus to 
a school cannot be returned to 
their own neighborhoods for 
lunch, he explained. 

Kottmeyer outlined a _ trans- 
portation plan which could be 
used if the board adopted the 
concentration policy. The follow- 
ing schools could be involved:

They have been directed to 
provide “‘proper, adequate and 
effective municipal and indus- 
trial sewage and waste collec- 
tion, treatment and disposal fa- 
cilities within a reasonable time 
after Jan. 1, 1963," Flemming 
said today. 

The order followed a hearing 
at Kansas City last month. That 
city was cited for failure to 
treat raw sewage dumped into 
the Kaw and Missouri rivers. 
Kansas City, Kan., and some 
drainage districts have taken 
preliminary steps to correct the 
situation. 

Flemming said the hearing 
held in Kansas City at his direc- 
held in Kansas City showed that 
untreated wastes discharged into 
the Missouri “were contaminat- 
ing the water supply for St.

WORKERS WARM 
0 KARUSHGHEY 


VIENNA, July 1 (AP)—Nikita 
Khrushchev got the kind of wel- 
come he likes today from work- 
ers at the Fiat automobile plant 
in Vienna’s Communist district. 

Some 3000 workers mobbed 
him as he stepped from his car 
into the courtyard just beyond 
the gates of the factory. Many 
tried to shake his hand. 

The Soviet premier, who got a 
chill welcome on his arrival in 
Vienna yesterday, shook hands 
with several workers and asked 
about plant conditions. He made 
a speech similar to his two ad- 
dresses yesterday, in which he 
avoided name-calling. 

Because of the friendliness of 
the audience he was a bit more 
forceful and the crowd respond- 


ed with cheers, applause andj" 


laughter. 

“Unfortunately there are coun- 
tries—you know which ones I 
mean—where aggressive forces 
are at work and prevent a re- 
laxation of tension,” he said. 
“Therefore, it is no wonder 
that an espionage flight was un- 
dertaken before the summit con- 
ference, preventing it.’’ 

He repeated earlier claims 
that Russia would catch up with 
and surpass the United States 
in production. “If one of you 
has any doubt, let us meet again 
in 1970 and we will see who is 
right.” 

Plant officials gave Khrush- 
chev a model of a truck and 
trailer., In France the Soviet 
leader visited an automobile fac- 
tory and came away with a 
flashy sports car,:no model. 

Earlier today Khrushchev 
caused a traffic jam and a con- 
fused crush in a pedestrian sub- 
way when he departed from his 
schedule to go handshaking in 
the heart of Vienna. 

The subway was crowded, 
mostly with people going to 
work. As Khrushchev moved 
around, his bodyguard and sec- 
urity men had a hard time keep- 
ing back the crush of curious 
Viennese.

Q. Why is it that a president 
has so much difficulty deciding 


on a successor? 

A. The principal reason is that 
we live in a republic, and it’s not 
really the prerogative of the 
President to decide on his suc- 
cessor, unless he wants to Sup- 
port a_man he thinks will carry 
on his program. In a monarchy, 
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of course, the oldest son, the old- 
est daughter or whoever happens 
to be in line of succession takes 
over when the time comes. But 
under our form of government, 
a President has no more right, 
theoretically, to select his suc- 
cessor than any other man in the 
government. The convention usu- 
ally takes care of that. ps 

Q. Didn’t you have some dif- 
ficulty in 1952 in finding some- 
one suitable to succeed you, 
and didn’t Franklin Roosevelt 
on two occasions have the same 
problem? Isn’t it probable that 


° President Roosevelt continued 


to succeed himself after the 
second term because he could 
find no one to carry on the work 
he started? 

A. That may have been true, 
though I have no way of know- 
ing. But then, of course, the 
President of the United States is 
the head of the party that elect- 
ed him, and he naturally has 
some say in the convention when 
it meets at the end of his term, 
as to who shall be the nominee. 
But very few Presidents have 
ever had any luck obtaining the 
man they really wanted for their 
successor, Andrew Jackson suc- 
ceeded in nominating Martin 
Van Bureau the first time—but 
after that, the convention took 
care of that on its own hook.

Burning Out Tokyo 


Why were there demonstrations 
in Tokyo against rearming? I can 
understand after reading in the 
book, “Must We Hide?” -by Dr. 
Lapp: 

“March 9, 1945. Swarms of 
B-29s, flying at low altitudes where 
they couldn’t miss, attacked four 
great Japanese cities with incen- 
diary bombs. Low-level tactics 
were then possible because air su- 
premacy over the island had been 
achieved and even anti-aircraft fire 
was not hedVy. The combination 
of low-level bombing and the use of 
incendiaries was an unusually ef- 
fective innovation in the air war. 


“‘When the last of the B-29s re- 
leased its deadly bornb load and 
turned to make the long trip back 
to the Marianas, Tokyo was ablaze. 
Caught unprepared and blocked on 
all sides by walls of flame, the in- 
habitants perished by the thou- 
sands. Even the later atomic dis- 
aster at Hiroshima was less terri- 
ble and less destructive than this 
Tokyo fire raid. 

“For many, death came quickly. 
Fires were fanned into a raging 
inferno by a high wind and lives 
were snuffed out almost instantly 
by the furnace-like heat. Grotesque 
indeed were the bodies of victims 
hardened in weird postures from 
instant suffocation. Not until the 
fires abated could the survivors 
re-enter the stricken area. 

‘Firefighting equipment was in- 
effective. The holocaust burned 
itself out, leaving devastation awe- 
some to behold. Almost 15 square 
miles of the world’s largest city 
had been wiped out. This and a 
few subsequent minor raids took a 

. toll of almost 100,000 lives in the 
Tokyo area and there were almost 
as many injured as dead. A new 
high in mass destruction had been 
achieved. Not even the atomic 
bomb was to outclass it. 

‘In spite of the extensive dam- 
age, Tokyo was not wiped out as 
a city. It was still very much alive 
and was, in fact, later considered 
as a target for the third atomic 
war bomb.” 

If I were a Japanese student I 
can well imagine I’d say, ‘‘Let’s 
you and him fight. I'll sit this one 
out.”’ Mrs, E. E. Hart

A Redistricting Must 


Preliminary census figures suggest that 
Missouri will retain all 11 of its Congressional 
seats, but barely so. The state may be able 
to breathe easier after Dec. 1 when the Census 
Bureau must transmit to President Eisen- 
hower the final population totals, together 
with the Bureau’s plan for reapportioning 
the House of Representatives. The President 
then must send the plan to the next Con- 
gress, which will have the last say on the dis- 
tribution of seats among the states, The 
changes will go into effect with the 1962 
elections. 

Whatever the final figures show, Missouri's 
own districts ought to be redrawn. The St. 
Louis-St. Louis county area especially has a 
vital stake in proper redistricting because, on 
the basis of preliminary totals, the area's 
population now entitles it to three and two- 
thirds of the state’s 11 seats. That is, three 
complete districts should *be located within 
city-county, and two-thirds of the population 
of a fourth district would be from this area. 
As a practical matter this should give Metro- 
politan St. Louis four Congressmen instead 
of the present three. 

St. Charles and Jefferson counties are in- 
tegral parts of the Census Bureau’s St. Louis 
“standard metropolitan area.” The current 
population of these two counties when added 
to the current figures for St. Louis and St. 
Louis county would give the area almost pre- 
cisely the total population necessary to justify 
four Congressional seats. 

Jefferson county now is part of Democratic 
Congressman A.§.J. Carnahan’s Eighth Dis- 
trict. With a population in 1950 of 276,499, 
that district was Missouri’s smallest, running 
almost 25 per cent below the state-wide aver- 
age and close to a third smaller than the 
First district (North St. Louis-St. Louis coun- 
ty), the largest. St. Charles county now is in 
Democratic Congressman Clarence Cannon’s 
Ninth District. 

Whether the St. Louis area obtains the rep- 
resentation in Congress to which it is en- 
titled will depend on the next Missouri Leg- 
islature, traditionally under outstate domina- 
tion. The Assembly will be compelled to re- 
district only in the event the state loses a 
seat. But it can and it should redistrict in 
any event. Candidates seeking state senate 
and state house seats from the St. Louis area 
ought to speak up now as to whether they 
would fight for a redistricting and then work 
hard to see that it was handled properly, so 
the St. Louis metropolitan area will not be 
short-changed. 


Coexistence If and When 


Reports from Hong Kong suggest a strange 
sort of bargain between the Chinese and the 
Russian Communists, who are engaged in a 
debate over the possibility of peaceful co- 
existence with the capitalist powers. Red 
China’s hierarchy, meeting near Shanghai, 
put out the hint that China would go along 
with Premier Khrushchev’s view that coexist- 
ence is possible only if and when the Nation- 
alist regime on Formosa is brought under 
Peiping’s domination. 

A member of the hierarchy, Madame Sun 
Yat-sen, sister-in-law of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, says China is “willing to coexist 
peacefully with anyone, even imperialism,” 
but “will not allow United States imperialism 
to rob us of our own territory.” What the 
Chinese apparently seek is a joint Chinese- 
Russian policy toward Formosa. The Rus. 
sians have heretofore given China little help 
in its attempt, largely through propaganda, to 
gain control of Formosa. 

If a Sino-Russian axis were formed for this 
purpose, doubtless the Russians would find a 
means of bargaining with the West in pursuit 
of the joint objective. But there is no real 
indication the Russians want to join the Chi- 
nese in the struggle for Formosa. Indeed, 
the 12 Communist party leaders who met in 
Romania recently issued astatement intended 
as a bridge between the Khrushchev view that 
war between Communism and capitalism is 
no longer inevitable and the Red China view 
that it is inevitable. 

This is a further reminder of the trouble 
resulting from the unsettled international 
status of Formosa, which is in fact a United 
States outpost. Formosa is about 100 miles 
from the Chinese mainland and Red China no 
more wants it dominated by the United States 
than the United States wants Cuba, 100 miles 
from Florida, to be dominated by the Commu- 
nists. Americans who ponder what is hap- 
pening in Cuba can better understand the 
feeling of the mainland Chinese 


New Weapons, Obsolete Draft 


The draft,.which produced the mass armies 
of. World War I and II, is becoming more and 
more unsatisfactory for supplying necessary 
military manpower as weapons and tactics 
become more and more complex. What i8 too 
often forgotten is that the first line of defense 
is not weapons but the men with the abilities 
to use them. 

The nation’s manpower policy is a century 
or two behind the times. It is the ideas and 
practices of Civil War days and earlier which 
provide basic manpower for handling inter- 
continental ballistic missiles,.nuclear subma- 
rines and electronic devices. 

The Army takes the draftee. The other 
services take the volunteer and he frequently 
is a youth who only volunteers so he can 
pick his own service. In either case such 
youths are interested mainly in working off 
their obligation and returning to civil life. 
Hundreds of thousands of their contempora- 
ries, knowing their chances of not being 
called up are worth the gamble, wait out the 
draft. & 

Thus the draft, besides not supplying the 
right type of recruit, is also unfair to the 
youth of the land. Yet conscription was ex- 
tended for another four years just last July. 
Congress voted the extension largely becaifge 
it had evaded the issue until too late to’ do 
more than take hurried action. It was gen- 
erally admitted that had the draft not been 
extended the armed services would not have 
been able to fill their ranks. ° 

That the problem is still with us is well 
illustrated by the recent report of the special 
subcommittee on utilization of military man- 
power, appointed by the House Committee 
on Armed Services. After 14 months of study 
this group reported: “The subcommittee was 
unable to develop any evidence which would 
justify or support the contention that the 
more efficient use of military personnel would 
render unnecessary continuation of the induc- 
tion provisions of the draft.” 

In other words, the draft cannot be elim- 
inated simply by making better use of the 
personnel resources provided by the present 


‘ 


system. But the primary problem, which “t 
subcommittee did not deal with, is how 
change the present system so that it will pro- 
duce the right type of recruits for the various 
services. Conscription is not doing that job 
well. What kind of system would do it? 

A group of men such as those who turned 
in the Rockefeller, Johnson and Gaither re- 
ports on national defense should be able to 
find a solution to this problem. And the time 
to begin the study is now. 


Revolution for Export 

Fidel Castro's new threats to Anrtrican 
property emphasize what he would do in any 
case, but also call attention to the scope of a 
Cuban rush-revolution seldom exceeded any- 
where for haste. 

Premier Castro seized the Texas Co, oil 
properties because that firm refused to refine 
Russian oil. As a tesult, Western oil firms 
are beginning an embargo of shipments to 
Cuba. Nevertheless, Castro also is reported 
considering seizure of the big Cuban Electric 
Co. and possibly the telephone company in 
reprisal for United States legislation permit- 
ting a cut in Cuban sugar quotas. 

We doubt that the trend toward faster so- 
cialization would have been different, what- 
ever the excuse for it. Castro’s economics 
minister, Ernesto Guevara, last year outlined 
plans for government ownership of most 
heavy industries. The government has al- 
ready seized a third of the billion-dollar Amer- 
ican investment. It operates 110 business 
enterprises and 45 per cent of the farm land. 
Profits, wages, collective bargaining, rents 
and foreign exchange are rigidly controlled. 

The Cuban people have the right to man- 
age their affairs in their own way. If they 


* choose the route of socialization the United 


States cannot properly interfere. But they 
cannot expect to avoid the consequences if 
they permit their Government to throw over- 
board all the rules of decent international 
relations. 

Castro’s revolution has ceased to be a do- 
mestic affair, not because it is revolutionary, 
but because Castro used it to violate the rights. 
of others. He has ignored international law, 
seized property without payment and waged 
economic war while accusing the United States 
of planning to do so. His violent anti-Ameri- 
can campaign now seems to have become a 
vehicle for exporting to Latin American neigh- 
bors a revolution which he once said was not 
for export. . 

On thése grounds the United States has 
rightfully protested to Havana and is now 
bringing its case to the Organization of Ameri- 
can States. Castro’s revolution has become 
hemispheric business. 


Vote Shift in Dakota 

Whether or not Representative Quentin 
Burdick maintains his narrow lead in North 
Dakota’s special election for United States 
Senator, the result is definitely a significant 
victory for the Democrats. The Republican 
candidate, Gov. John E. Davis, is an attractive 
figure, and he had all the top-level Republi- 
can support any candidate could ask. He did 
his best to neutralize the handicap of the Ad- 
ministration’s farm policy. And yet with all 
his assets he appears to have lost. Even if 
the final returns should turn out otherwise, it 
is clear that there has been a major shift of 
votes in North Dakota since 1958, when the 
late Senator Langer won 58.5 per cent of the 
vote, and 1956, when Sengtgr Young won 63.6 
per cent and President ‘Eisenhower 61.7 per 
cent. 

North Dakota, in short, has given the Dem- 
ocrats new cause for presidential campaign 
hope in the Middle West, and the Republicans 
new cause for concern. The Republicans 
might also ask themselves what significance, 
if any, should be attached to the fact, reported 
by Doris Fleeson, that Governor Davis carried 
four and lost one of the counties in which 
Governor Rockefeller campaigned for him, 
while winning one and losing two of the coun- 
ties in which Vice President Nixon campaigned 
for him. 


One Incubus for Another 


We regard it as only fair that Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon should be threatened with the 
support of Jimmy Hoffa. The Democratic 
candidate for the presidency, whoever he 
may be, will undoubtedly be afflicted with 
the suffocating embrace of Nikita Khrushchev 
—according to Mr. Nixon, anyway—and the 
principle of equality demands that the Re- 
publican candidate should carry at least one 
comparable incubus. So when the Teamsters 
boss hints that he will support Mr. Nixon if 
Senator Kennedy is the Democratic nominee, 
he is only proposing rough justice. Senator 
Kennedy has gone far by being Hoffa’s chief 
political foe. If he wins the Democratic nom- 
ination, he is entitled to unload the Hoffa 
friendship on. his opponent. 


Rockefeller’s Health Plan 

Whatever was said or not said for reasons 
of partisan expediency, every one of the Gov- 
ernors in Glacier National Park must have 
agreed with Gov. Rockefeller's argument 
against the Eisenhower Administration’s old 
age health insurance plan on the ground that 
it would put an insupportable burden on the 
states. 

As soon as the Administration proposed to 
subsidize state contracts with private insur- 
ance companies, Governor Rockefeller criti- 
cized the scheme. He repeated his criticism 
several times, and now has brought forward 
his own suggestion which, in general, resem- 
bles the Forand and McNamara proposals. His 
fellow Governors cannot help realizing that 
he speaks with the facts, rather than polities 
in mind. 
cannot afford adequate health insurance on 
the basis of the Administration proposal. 


Some states might not even attempt to offer. 


token protection. And no matter what a state 
might do, under the double deductible fea- 
ture of the Administration plan, too much of 
the burden of expensive medical care would 
fall on those for whom it should be lightened. 

Like the two Democratic plans, Governor 
Rockefeller’s is based on a modest but ade- 
quate increase in Social Security taxes. This 
would enable individuals to provide for the 
future in their earning years through an es- 
tablished and efficient federal insurance 
agency. It would make possible. maximum 
benefits at minimum costs, and the benefits 
would be the same in each of the 50 states. 

Governor Rockefeller’s re-assertion of these 
fundamentals incidentally should help the 
Senate in rewriting the inadequate health in- 
surance bill passed-by the House. The leg- 
islators can hardly afford to overlook the 
fact that 30 out of 43 governors at their con- 
ference have indorsed the Rockefeller plan, 
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“THE SHOW’S RIGGED.”

If you buy a thing on time and pay 
for it in installments, how much does 
it finally and actually cost you? 

This would seem a simple problem, 
and Senator Paul Douglas, an experi- 
enced economist, has a bill to require 
the installment seller to tell you the 
total, final cost of your purchase. But 
the bill apparently has no chance in 
this Congress, partly due to the fren- 
zied protests of people who sell things 
on the installment plan. They claim

Senator Wallace Bennett of Utah, 
whose family enterprises sell things on 
time, says that the whole thing is too 
complex to figure out anyway, and that 
it is ‘‘beyond the intellect of the aver- 
age retail clerk” to tell the customer 
what the final cost will be. 


He put out a seemingly-simple prob- 
lem involving the purchase of a $20 
battery on time, and says each of sev- 
eral experts came up with a different 
answer as to how much interest the

California last year established the 
office of consumer counsel to try to 
do something for the downtrodden con- 
sumer—a dandy idea for all states. 
Gov. Brown appointed a lady named 
Nelson to the post, and her first idea, 
also a dandy, was to prepare a leaflet 
telling how to figure what credit actu- 
ally costs you, 

She advises consumers to shop 
around for money as carefully as for

any other expensive item, such as a 
car or a washing machine. And she 
prints a table to show what credit 
costs when you promise to repay in 
monthly installments over a year, but 
do pay interest for the year. 


Roughly, it costs you almost twice 
as much as it says on the face of the 
contract. This is because as you re- 
pay, you lose the use of the repaid 
money, but go right on paying for it. 
If you pay $104 back over a year for 
$100, but in equal monthly installments, 
you actually pay 7.3 per cent. If the 
man says it’s six per cent, you pay 
actually 10.9 per cent. If he says 
eight per cent, you actually pay 14.9; 
if he says 10 per cent, you actually 
pay 18 per cent, and so on. 


Nothing, however, apparently dis- 
courages the American consumer from 
going into hock up to his eyebrows. 
The Department of Commerce says 
that Americans now owe a total of $846 
billions in federal, state, local, cor- 
porate and individual debt—the true 
‘“‘national debt.” The total went up 
$66.5 billions last year, and of that 
increase $24 billions was in personal 
debt—mostly people going back into 
hock to buy things. 


So maybe it’s really true that if 
everyone were to become thrifty and 
prudent as we are told to do so, and 
save up until he could pay cash, the 
result would be as heavy a blow at 
our economy as if ‘‘peace should break 
out.” But is it really true that war 
and debt together are the two big 
forces that keep our economy going?

British 
Keep Family 
Together 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (UPID— 
If you yearn for the sight of the 
entire family gathered around 
the hearth and those days seem 
gone forever, you'll be interest- 
ed to know you can still find 
such a setting in England. 

‘‘By and large, in the United 
Kingdom, family living is 
around one hearth during the 
winter months — whether it be 
in the kitchen, a dining-sitting 
room, or a separate living room,” 
reports Dorothy K. Newman. A 
labor department economist, she 
visited the United Kingdom last 
year. 

Writing on ‘‘Housing in Brit- 
ain and America” in the depart- 
ment’s Monthly labor review, 
Mrs. Newman gives this glimpse 
of how our English-speaking 
cousins use their houses in 
winter: 

“The whole family and all 
other guests normally sit in the 
family living room. The bed- 
rooms are used only for sleeping. 
Thus, during the winter — four 
to five months of the year—most 
of the relatively generous space 
provided in the average British 
home is not used for family liv- 
ing.” 

Space, But No Heat. 

Mrs. Newman quotes a Briton 
who puts the situation in more 
critical perspective. He says: 
*“‘we have the enormous advan- 
tage over most civilized coun- 
tries in the amount of space we 
allot to our houses for workers, 
but we throw away that advan- 
tage through our egregious fail- 
ure in warming that space. At 
present, many parlors in houses 
of the three-bedroom type are 
mere junk rooms, or at best, 
cold spaces decorated with un- 
suitable furniture.” 

Mrs. Newman points out that 
“houses in the United Kingdom, 
new or old, are heated almost 
exclusively by space heaters, 
commonly one or two fireplaces, 
often in combination with a coal 
stove... . The cavity masonry 
wall is, by and large, the insula- 
tion system regularly employed. 
Insulation is usually not installed 
in the ceiling, even of new 
houses.” 

An official manual for local 
housing authorities specifies the 
heating unit must be able to 
keep the family living room at 
65 degrees and all other rooms 
et 45-50 degrees when it is 30 
degrees outside, Mrs. Newman 
found. In the United States, 70 
degrees usually is the standard 
for all rooms, she notes.

Home 


Prices Hold 
Steady 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—Leading 
builders throughout the United 
States report that home sales 
prices are holding stable despite 


rising land and site development 
costs. 

At the same time, the home 
builders are providing a slight- 
ly larger house for the money. 
The floor area of the “median” 
home has been increased, and 
the shift from one bath to one 
and one-half baths or two is con- 
tinuing. 

These are some of the high- 
lights of the eighth survey of 
the Builders’ Economic Council 
of the National Association of 
Home Builders. Almost 500 
builders—about 70 percent of 
the Council—answered questions 
on economic and housing mar- 
ket conditions in their areas. 

The responding builders con- 
struct about 50,000 homes a 
year. Prior surveys indicate that 
their business record usually is 
a little bit better than the na- 
tional total. 


Pacesetters. 


The BEC builders confirmed 
earlier predictions of about a 
10 percent decline in home build- 
ing for 1960. Based on the new 
Census calculation of non-farm 
housing starts, this would indi- 
cate production of 1,350,000 
units in 1960. On the old basis 
it would be 1,240,000 indicated 
units. 

While the reporting builders 
anticipate a 10 percent national 
decline, they, themselves intend 
to increase their own produc- 
tibn. The special nature of the 
BEC group makes them pace- 
setters in the industry. 

The builders expected con- 
ventionally-financed homes to 
hold fairly steady in the major- 
ity of the areas surveyed across 
the nation. However, 54 percent 
of the areas indicated declines 
for FHA-VA financed sales. 

The reports on the rental 
market were mixed. About one- 
third of the builders reported 
rental markets up for their 
areas, another one-third re- 
ported no change, and slightly 
over one-third indicated de- 
clines. 


Median Unchanged. 


About one-half of the reports 
indicated little change in mort- 
gage money in recent months, 
However, of the remaining build- 
ers, those reporting easier sup- 
plies outnumbered those 
porting tighter conditions by 
about 20 per cent. This would 
indicate a moderate tendency 
toward an easing supply.

Willis Conover Has 30,000,000 Fans for Music-USA Program, Finds Warm Welcome Abroad

WASHINGTON, July 1. 


WILLIS CONOVER, who con- 


ceives, researches, writes, pro- 
grams, produces and announces 


the Voice of America’s only daily 


musical program, has just re- 
turned from a visit to some of 
his 30,000,000 fans. 

The agency sent him out to 
the Arab Middle East, Turkey 
and Yugoslavia this time. Last 
year it was Scandinavia, Ger- 
many and Poland. Next fall, e@n- 
gressional Appropriations Com- 
mittees willing, it may be the 
Far East. 

Conover found the Arabs offi- 
cially quarreling with the United 
States over their anti-Israel boy- 
cott practices and the counter- 
boycott of the Egyptian ship 
Cleopatra in New York. He found 
the Turks busy with a revolution. 

But the jazz addicts among 
both peoples found time, just the 
same, to turn out for Willis Con- 
over, whose program, ‘“‘Music— 
U. S. A.,” they knew well. 

They fed him mutton and 
sheep’s eyes, played their East- 
‘ern music for him, mad@ re- 
cordings with him, asked him to 
judge their contests, and lis- 
tened to him. 

Conover never talks politics on 
the air, and rarely off the air. 
“Our jazz speaks for itself,” 
he says. 

One high spot of Conover’s 
seven-week tour was an invita- 
tion from Fairuz, the Lebanese 
woman singer, whom the Arabs 
call “our ambassador to heaven,” 


and whom even the Israelis re- ‘ 


broadcast. He took along 12 
tapes of the Nelson Riddle or- 
chestra, with the vocal part 
missing, and invited Fairuz to 
fill in the voice. 

She picked out four— “Near 
You,” “‘Fools Rush In,” “‘Day In 
Day Out” and “It’s a Sin to Tell 
a Lie.” She learned the sounds 
of the English by heart, though 
she does not speak English, and 
made the tapes. “It was quite 
a coup,” says Conover. Fairuz 
will be heard by an audience of 
30,000,000 in 80 countries, on 
“‘Music—USA.”" The program’s 
recordings are always that far 
ahead. 

In Yugoslavia, Conover found 
Titoist ideology no barrier to 
jazz-appreciation. Belgrade ra- 
dio station officials who had 
never before invited an Ameri- 
can into the station, made up 
for lost time with their friend 
from ‘‘Music—USA.”

This has been true of ever so 
many medical techniques—long 
ago removal of an appendix was 
a perilous unde ng. Heart 
and brain surgery once were ut- 
terly impossible. But we have 
learned how. ) 


So the spinal tap, or spinal 
puncture is both safe and ex- 
tremely useful in a good many 
ways. One very useful reason 
for spinal puncture is in the 
administration of an anesthetic. 
This prevents pain in certain 
parts of the body without af- 
fecting other areas, thus per- 
mitting the patient to co-op- 
erate in some instances. It also 
permits anesthesia where it is 
needed without the problems 
involved in respiration. 


One basic fact disclosed by 
such a puncture is the pressure 
of fluid in the spinal column. 
Another is the question of 
whether the spinal fluid is clear, 
as is normally the case, or 
whether it has turned cloudy or 
contains blood. 

The presence of red blood cells 
in the fluid indicates a hemor- 
rhage somewhere in the central 
nervous system. The spinal cord 
is an extension of the brain 
itself. The cord and brain to- 
gether constitute the central 
nervous system.

fluid, that indicates infection or 
inflammation somewhere in the 
central nervous system, and the 
type and number of cells are 
clues to the nature and severity 
of the condition.

Outdoor 
Painting 


WHEN PEOPLE paint indoors 
they usually take the necessary 
steps so that paint won't get 
splashed where it’s not wanted, 
but this isn’t always the case 
when painting is done outdoors. 
On outside work, most people fig- 
ure there isn’t anything around 
that can be harmed by paint and 
this way of thinking can get one 
into trouble. 

We should assume from the very 
start that even the most careful 
painter is bound to splash a little 
paint about. Paint splashed on 
foundation plants and shrubs 
can spoil their appearance and 
wiping paint off individual leaves 
is a dull way to spend the dav 
It’s much better to play safe 
and cover any shrubs with a 
canvas or plastic drop cloth if 
there is any danger of paint get- 
ting splashed about. The sare 
thing holds true of masonry ter- 
races and walks. Most masonry 
is rather porous and if paint is 
spilled on it you will find tha‘ 
it’s virtually impossible to re 
move all traces of the paint eve: 
if you go after the spot immedi 
ately. So cover walks, drives 
steps and porches before paintin 
near them. 

When you do outdoor paintine 
always start at the highest poin 
and work down. There are sev 
eral reasons for this and one o 
them is that if there is any dir 
about, it won’t be loosened b: 
the brush and drop down on the 
freshly painted surface. Natur. 
ally, it’s wise to give the entire 
surface a good cleaning before 
you start to paint. And avoid 
painting on a windy or breezy day 

use this increases the chance 
of dirt and dust being blown onto 
the fresh paint where it will re- 
main and produce a rough and 
unattractive surface.

Humorous and Touching 


SOME OF THE BEST laughter is often close to tears. 
No better demonstration of this can be found currently than 
“THE APARTMENT,” a humorous and touching comedy- 
drama fashioned by that old hand, Billy Wilder, who pro- 
duced and directed it, and wrote it with 
I.A.L. Diamond with whom he collaborated 
on “Some Like It Hot.” 

The picture at the ESQUIRE THEATER, 
ironically examines the role of sex in a 
gigantic business firm, and how it entraps 
a fallgty. This young man, played by Jack 
Lemmon, is a clerk in the huge New York 
headquarters of an insurance company employing 31,000 
people. He wants to get to one of the top tunnels of this 
ant hill, to be a junior executive. One night when he lends his 
apartment to an executive to change in for a dress dinner, he 
is launched inadvertently on a distasteful career—a group of 
executives virtually force him to keep lending them the key 
to his apartment for dates with their girl-friends. It is only 
when the young man finds out that the elevator girl with 
whom he has fallen in love (Shirley MacLaine) is one of the 
girls involved and she uses the apartment for a suicide 
attempt, that he rebels. 


This ‘is rather sordid stuff on the face of it, but Wilder 
has softened it with compassion, good taste, deft humor and 
warmth, while never deviating from realism. It balances 
dexterously between laughs and pathos, between biting irony 
and sentiment; it is sophisticated to the point of cynicism at 


one extreme, yet tender, human and implicitly moral at the 
other. 


As the young man, Mr. Lemmon delivers a captivating 
performance. He is a schmoe, as his bosses who use him call 
him with light contempt, but he is a likable one. He is not 
exactly naive, but he carries a bright air of unquenchable 
optimism, no matter how much he is pushed around. In an 
unsavory situation, he radiates wholesomeness. He has won 
&@ promotion because of his usefulness, but when he gets a 
good look at himself, he doesn’t like himself at all. A dozen 
pungent comedy scenes with him as the protesting victim, 
bring as much sympathy or pity for him as laughter. 


Miss MacLaine as an essentially decent young woman 
trapped in a love affair with a married man who gives her 
the old line about wanting to marry her if only he could be 
free, also has a warm human appeal. Fred MacMurray con-. 
tributes a surprisingly good performance as a personnel 
director, ruthless under his smooth, urbane exterior, who 
throws her over when she becomes a nuisance. Jack Kruschen 
is excellent as an outspoken neighboring doctor who scolds 
the innocent Lemmor' for all the goings-on in his apartment 
and is particularly irate with him over Shirley’s plight. 


Anybody complaining that modern Hollywood comedy 
doesn’t have the old human touch, the heart once supplied by 
directors like Frank Capra and Gregory LaCava, ought to see 
this. It is one of the best films of the year. 


Judy Rings the Bells \ 


THERE’S a certain magic about Judy Holliday. After 
seeing her in the screen version of the musical comedy, 
“BELLS ARE RINGING,” at LOEW’S STATE, one is able 
to understand why the work, pleasant but undistinguished on 
its face, ran more than two years on Broad- 
way with Judy playing it. 

She sparks it all the way through. As a 
warm and wonderful comedienne, she 
makes the book and lyrics by Betty Comden 
and Adolph Green perk up, and the adven- 
tures of a telephone answering service op- 
erator who wants to straighten out all the 
probiems of her customers, to be both amusing and appeal- 
ing. Some of the songs, with music by Jules Styne, seemed 
ingratiating enough before, but the ones Judy sings, some 
with Dean Martin, take on a new life. Her voice turns out 
to be a surprisingly good musical comedy one—strong, vibrant 
and arresting, and with all the heart she puts into her acting. 

This has been given an excellent production under an 
old movie musical hand, director Vincent Minelli, and I 
found myself liking it very much. Mr. Martin, as the play- 
wright Judy rescues from a bog of self-doubt, is very good 
too. Such numbers as ‘‘Just in Time,” ‘‘Long Before I knew 
You” and “The Party’s Over” are softly romantic, Judy’s 
“It’s a Perfect Relationship,’’ in which she tells of her love 
for a client she’s never seen, is wistful and captivating as 
she sings it. 

Another group song number led by Eddie Foy Jr., “It’s 
a Simple Little System,” in which he explains to a group 
of other bookmakers how to use the answering system and 
a fake recording company as a front for placing bets by 


. ordering certain albums of composers, is spirited and divert- 


ing. The “Drop That Name” number at a smart party is a 
nice satire on name-dropping. But I think I got the best kick 
out of such things as Judy and a jobless Method actor doing 
a takeoff on the T-shirt school of drama in a beatnik joint. 


Big City Blues 


A BOY AND a girl fighting the hard knocks and hard 
heart of the callous big town, New York, is an old theme, 
but Garson Kanin, adapting from his own play, has written 
it in a more realistic way, and with more of an ear for the 
vernacular, in “THE RAT RACE,” at the 
ST. LOUIS. 

It concerns an ambitious saxophone .play- 
er (Tony Curtis) from Milwaukee who is 
taken by sharpies every time he turns 
around in Manhattan, including buying a 
hot “genuine mink” stole and having his 
musical instruments stolen by a combo 
which gives him a “tryout,” then sends him out to buy beer. 
while they depart by the fire escape. Debbie Reynolds is 
an embittered, cynical dime-a-dance girl whose slimy boss. 
is trying to push into another profession. She and Tony 
‘‘meet cute,” as the scripters say, when he finds she is being 
evicted from the boarding house room he rents, and lets 
her stay—sleeping behind a curtain in a separate bed— 
because she is penniless. Kay Medford as a shrewish land- 
lady and Jack Oakie as a philosophical bartender, are other 
denizens of the little Manhattan side-street world. 


The picture is all right, but it doesn’t have enough lift, 
enough sympathy for and appeal in its two principals, to 
counteract its rather cynical, bitter flavor.

A RICH CHICAGOAN, John 
Cuneo Jr., was kneeling beside 
a cheetah, a position in which his 
money could do him no good. 
He was making nice-kitty con- 
versation with the cheetah, an 
animal that has had good pub- 
licity as a tameable big cat ca- 
pable of great bursts of speed 
and occasional small bursts of 
affection. Cuneo said his cheetah 
was purring.

Nobody else’s opinion of the 
cheetah penetrated Cuneo’s in- 
terest in the cat. Cuneo is a wild 
animal trainer, a genuine profes- 
sional at the trade, and no 
amount of talk about his family’s 
money can take that accomplish- 
ment away from him. He has an 
obvious and sufficient amount of 
artistic self-assurance, the next 
best thing to moneyed confi- 
dence. He has that, too, in a 
quiet way, and he can’t avoid it.

His father, John Cuneo Sr., is 
the Cuneo Press, five Chicago 
city blocks of it, printing many 
copies of Life Magazine and 
other publications, and the Haw- 
thorn-Melody dairy and the real 
estate business.

So I’ve 
got wild animals for a hobby. 
I mean, some people have racing 
stables and they drop $100,000 a 
year supporting them. I don’t 
care if the animal acts only 
make a profit of 50 cents a year, 
if they support themselves. 

**The only trouble with owning 
exotic animals is tha: people 
think you have two heads. I’m 
sorry, but I’m not a-spectacular 
man. Some animal trainers are 
always going around showing 
their scars: I lon’t have any 
worth shoving. Training wild 
animals isn’t a contest between 
man and beast, it,is baru work 
done with a desire to achieve a 
beautiful result.” 

He didn’t have his cheetah 
with him now; it w leashed 
to the rear axle of a truck, 
silently watching strangers take 
the extra long way around. 
Cuneo’s claim th t training wild 
animals can bring beautiful re- 
sults somehow made better sense 
without the cheetah in the audi- 
ence, adding its comments.

featured assistants are a black 
panther, a zebra, eight spotted 
leopards and eight white wolf 
dogs.

Stevenson Backing 


HYDE PARK, July 1. 

THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA is certainly being active 
on behalf of Adlai Stevenson. One reason probably is because 
California is Vice President Nixon’s home state. It seems 
to me that more people in California than in some of our 
other states seem anxious for a change to a Democratic 
administration in Washington. 

Gov. Edmund G. Brown of California has indicated that 
he leans toward Senator John F. Kennedy, though he is still 
uncommitted, and I imagine the activity on the part of 
groups for Mr. Stevenson makes the Governor think twice 
about coming out definitely for one candidate over any 
other one. 


It is obvious to me that more and more people 
are joining the bandwagon for Stevenson, but I am 
told that at the convention the bandwagon probably 
will roll for Kennedy and that it will be very difficult 
for any of the “hoi polloi’” who have joined the 
Stevenson forces even to get into the convention and 
make a noise about their choice. Perhaps it is well, 
then, to make all the noise they can now! 


I have before-me an amusing draft notice sent by one 
of the California committees to Mr. Stevenson. In it he is 
notified to appear at the convention to show cause ‘‘why 
he should not be drafted as Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Armed Forces for four years of service.” 

I seem to receive in the mail every day a new idea 

about what could be done to emphasize the feeling of the 
people that lies back of this draft movement. 

One of these suggestions strikes me as particularly good. 
It is that all over the country groups working for Stevenson 
plan a dinner on July 10. The hours, of course, would vary 
so that they would coincide with the dinner that is being 
held in Los Angeles that night for the delegates and various 
other important people in the Democratic party and at which 
Mr. Stevenson will be one of the speakers. 

Then, the suggestion goes on, at each dinner throughout 
the country a message should be drafted urging the delegates 
to nominate Adlai E. Stevenson for President, and that these 
messages should be delivered to the chairman of the dinner 
in Los Angeles with the request that they be read to the 
assembled delegates. 


I would only add for myself that I would like 
to see the messages contain a plea to Mr. Kennedy 
that he throw his support to Mr. Stevenson and run 
as the vice presidential candidate so that the ticket 
would be as strong a one as the Democrats could put 
in the field.

“BUT FLORENCE is enthus!l- 
astic about her,’’ I protested in 
support of my favorable opinion 
of another woman.
